C hic a go , May 9.—For more than eight 
hou rs Friday the entire fire de{» rtment of 
C bic^o, iXK) of her police, and 
1,000 of her 
citizens, fou ght and stru ggled with one of 
tbe most stu bborn conflagrations 
which 
the city has seen since the memorable fire of 
187L 
Tbe scene was the immense lu mber 
Ijjlistrict on the sou thwestam ou tsk irts, six 
^ ile s from the city hail, and less than a miio 
from the stock yarda 
Here, lying on either 
side of tbe Chicago river, is, or rather was, 
« vast field of pine lu mber sk irting the river 
fronts extending back for several block s, 
piled in stack s from forty to fifty feet in 
height, and averaging 40,000 feet to the 
stack . 
A t 12:30 Friday a work man ru shed into 
the offices of tho Chicago Lu mber company, 
on the w ^ t side of the river, and annou nced 
between his gasps for breath that there was 
a fire in alley 2S. 
An alarm was at once 
sou nded, bu t ten minu tes latar, when the 
first engines arrived on the spot, 500,000 
feet of lu mber were in fiamas. 
A second 
and a third alarm were sou nded and the en­ 
tire street-cleaning departm ent was ordered 
to tbe scene, bu t the inflammable natu re of 
the material iia 1 placed tbe flames beyond 
control. 
To 
mak e 
m atters 
worse, a 
scow which bad been moored in the river 
took fire, brok e be** fastenings, was swept 
across tbe stream and commu nicate 1 tbe 
flames to the extensive yards of G. W. 
Hinck ley & C a, Bigelow Bros, and Adams, 
Hastings & Co. 
Twenty steamers stationed 
the 
other 
on either bank 
piou s 
streams 
of 
water 
blazing 
lu mber, 
bu t 
the 
so impregnated with grease and oil from the 
factories above that it fed rather than 
qu enched tbe fiAmes. 
The wind was blow­ 
ing a hu rricane; the heat was terrible, and 
the 
immense 
volâmes 
of black smok e 
blinded and su ffocated the firemen and re­ 
tarded their efforts. 
The fire continu ed to 
spread in a sou thMdy direction u ntil it bad 
covered a district of a half moon shape 
abou t one half mile from one end to the 
other, and a qu arter of a mile deep a t ^ e cen­ 
ter. 
All this territory was ablase, and as one 
pile after another collapsed, axri those in 
tbe rear took fire throwing tongu es of flame 
high in the air the sceiM resembled a 
vomiting volmmo with a vast landscape of 
fire stretched ou t beneath. 
The firemen, beaded for a time by Mayor 
Harrison, work ed with m ight and main, bu t 
they were driven book yard by yard, and in 
many ceases so rapidly bad the retreat to be 
made that engines and hose were left be­ 
hind. 
Hu ge pieces of bu rning lu mber were 
carried by the wind a distance of half a mile, 
to 
Halsted 
street, 
and 
lodged 
on 
tbe roofs of several prairie hou ses, all of 
which were gu tted.

N e w Y or k , May 9.— Her majesty’s war­ 
ship Canada, the crack corvette of the West 
Indies squ adron, came u p th« bay Friday 
morning and anchored within range of the 
gu ns of Fort Hamilton.

The 
Garnet 
has

Ten of 
them are broadside gu ns of fou r-inch bore 
and only two of them ore on pivots.

Canada has ten six inch Armstrong steel 
rifle gu ns and 270 men, to the Garnet’s 240. 
The Canada is 2,380 tons and 2,490 horse­ 
power, is bu ilt of seven-eigbths-inch steel, 
and has bu lwark s cased with teak .

steel deck protect« her machinery. 
Her 
drau ght is nineteen feet and six inches. 
She 
was commissioned a t Portsmou th only two 
y ean ago on May 12. 
She was bu ilt by Urn 
English government and by eontraot, and 
is regarded with pride by all her offioen and 
men, who are certain tha t she can whip any­ 
thing of her size afloat 
The Canada has 
never been in action, bu t some of the officen 
are veterans, and C apt Cu rtis served in the 
China aod Crimean war.

THE SHERIFF EXECUTES THE LAW’S 
WELL-MERITED VENGEANCE

M o r g a n fie ld , Ky., May 9 —A t au early 
hou r 'Thu rsday evening crowds bogiU) fo 
gather from Webster, Union and Hen< *r on 
cou nties to witness tlie hanging of A! » '. 
C^ton, the wife mu rderer, and tho n wi . 
cou ld find no lodgings, camped ou t on vn<. n 
lots and wherever a resting plat 
0 coal i 
.• 
fou nd. Up to the time of theexecu tion lar * ‘ 
crowds were coming from every direclK ¡ 
and there were 6,909 people on the st.v e . .i 
by noon. 
It had been iu tended to liau ,: 
Caton privately, bu t people were bou nd to 
see the execu tion, and notice was served to 
the au thorities that any wall bu ilt to hide the 
scaffold wou ld be torn down, and the iden of 
privacy was abandoned. 
Caton declnreil 
his innocence and was stolidly firm on the 
scaffold. 
He also said be bad made his 
peace and that thou gh innocent he was re­ 
signed. 
His neck was brok en. 
Fou r years ago Ck iton, then living in 
Union cou nty, Kentu ck y, a widmver with 
three children, two sons mid one dau ghter, 
was m arried to a widow possessed of consid­ 
erable property. It was;du e to this latter 
fact that tbe su beequ ent tragedy was trace- 
abla 
Caton, 
back ed by his cliihlren, 
desired his wife to 
deed her 
land to 
him, and u pon her refu sal be a t once began 
a series of abu ses and bodily tortu res, 
which were inflicted u pon her for fou r years. 
The sick and feeble woman was driven lik e 
a bru te from labor in tbe fields to stand by 
while tbe others ate. 
Then, still starving, 
u nless ottier bands than those of her children 
gave her bread, she was driven back to the 
field. 
When 
day’s toil was over she was 
hu rried to the miserable qu arters in which 
the Catons lived. Hiis was only a log bou -e. 
Tbe u pper floor was a lot of loose plank a 
There was only one door to the hou se, and no 
windows or chimneys; bu t the hou se was 
well-pierced with loopholea 
Caton said 
when he bu ilt it: “I intend it to be law- 
proof and ballet-proof.” Hie smok e, having 
no ou tlet, wou ld settle in the u pper part of 
the hou se, and into this dingy and su ffocat­ 
ing plaoe his wife fou nd ta» r only resting- 
place. 
Her bed consisted of an old straw- 
tick u pon the flom*, and for covering she 
was 
su pplM 
with 
mi 
old feather­ 
bed, 
conUdning 
abou t 
ten pou nds 
of 
feathers. 
o f ^ 
complained 
of 
the 
smok e, 
bu t 
no 
attention 
was paid to her. 
She was a t times half 
frozen, bu t u pon oomplaining to her persecu t­ 
ors they removed her only covering, leav­ 
ing her to endtu re the <x)ld as beet she might. 
She was not allowed to eat with tbe family. 
nor drink from the family gou rd, not sit a t 
table, bu t was given an old tin plate, an 
oyster-oan 
for 
a 
drink ing-vossel, 
and 
a box to sit u pon. 
H er food consisted of 
the scraps left 
by 
the 
family. 
Bhe 
was compelled to do all the menial lal>or 
abou t the bou se. 
Besides this, she was corn • 
pelled to cu t and pile bru sh. All of the mem­ 
bers of the family took tu rns a t whipping 
her. 
For tbe amu sement of tbe family 
Mase Cabin and Josephine Fritz (who was 
living in adu ltery with the Catons) in Feb­ 
ru ary last made Mrs. Caton a pair of {>ants

they ooropelied her to wear, with a thin 
shirt u nder it, and also provided her witli a 
c ro w nl^ hat and one boot and one shfi« . 
Thu s attired, they drove her abou t lik e an 
ox, John Catoii beating her ab<ju t the head 
and sbu u ldera with a hick ory pole despite 
her pleadings not to treat her so cru elly. 
Wesley Canton on one occasion compelled

life is light; the fu tu re is dark ness. 
What the shadow is to tho su bstance, 
tho sou l is to the body ; what v apor is 
to water, breath is to man. 
Bv the 
process of cooling, steam may again be­ 
come water, and the transformation of 
animals teaches u s that beings inferior 
to man may liv e after death. 
Ancient 
Chinese, then, believ e that, as there is 
a male and female principle in natu re, 
a day and a night as inseparable from 
each thing in tho u niv erso as from the 
u niv erse itself, so it is with man. 
In 
the cou rse of ages, and in tho v icissi­ 
tu des of religiou s ideas, men came to 
believ e more definitely in the possibil­ 
ity of commu nications with su perna­ 
tu ral beings. 
In the twelfth centu ry 
before the Christian era it v /as a dis­ 
tinct belief that the thou ghts of tho 
sages were to them a rev elation from 
abov e. 
The “Book of Odes” freq u ent­ 
ly u sed the ex pression, “God spok e to 
them,” and one saco is represented af­ 
ter deatli “mov ing u p and down in 
the presence of God in heav en.” 
A 
few centu ries su bseq u ently we find for 
the first time great men transferred in 
the popu lar imagination to tho sk y , it 
being believ ed that their sou ls took u p 
their abodes in certain constellations. 
This was du e to the fact that the ideas 
of immortality had tak en a new shape, 
and that the philosophy of the times 
regarded tho stars of heav en as the 
pu re essences of the grosser things be­ 
longing to this world. 
The pu re is 
heav enly and the gross earthly , and 
therefore that which is pu rest on earth 
ascends to tho region of the stars. 
At 
the same time hermits and other as­ 
cetics began to be credited with tho 
power of acq u iring ex traordinary lon­ 
gev ity , and the stork became tho ani­ 
mals which the immortals preferred to 
ride abov e all others. 
The idea of 
plants which confer 
immu nity from 
death soon sprang u p. 
The fu ngu s 
k nown as Poly poru a lu cidu s was tak en 
to be the most efficaciou s of all plants 
in gu arding man from death, and 3,000 
ou nces of silv er hav e been ask ed for a 
single specimen. 
Its red color was 
among the circu mstances which gav e it 
its repu tation, for at this time the fiv e 
colors of Baby lonian astrology 
had 
been accepted as indications of good 
and ev il fortu ne. 
This connection of 
a red color with the notion of immor­ 
tality throu gh tho mediu m of good and 
bad lu ck led to the adoption of cinna­ 
bar as tho philosophers stone, and thu s 
to the constru ction of the whole sy stem 
of alchemy . 
The plant of immortal 
life is spok en of in ancient Chinese lit­ 
eratu re at least a centu ry before the 
mineral. 
In correspondence with the 
tree of life in Eden there was probably 
a Baby lonian tradition which fou nd its 
way to China shortly before Chinese 
writers mention the plant of immortal­ 
ity . 
The Chinese, not being nav iga­ 
tors, mu st hav e got their ideas of the 
ocean which su rrou nds the world from 
those who wore, and w hen they receiv ed 
a cosmography they wou ld receiv e it 
with its legends. 
Na tu re. 


T H R O W ING m e » h o e . 
Popu lar 
cu stoms 
are long-liv ed, 
i Usages whose origin is hid in the mists 
of antiq u ity , and whose primitiv e mean­ 
ing has long been lost, are still prac­ 
ticed by force of habit among the popu ­ 
lations of Eu rope and America. 
Many 
of these popu lar cu stoms hav e been 
carried from the far East to the far 
West by that irresistible westward drift 
of the people which has now been go­ 
ing on for thou sands of y ears. 
Mr. G. 
Lansing, of Alex andria, Egy pt, con­ 
tribu tes, to the last nu mber of the lie- 
b rew Stu d en t 
an Oriental ex planation 
of the occidental cu stom of throwing a 
slipper after a newly married cou ple. 
Mr. Lansing writes that the cu stom of 
throwing a slipper at another, or strik ­ 
ing him with it, is still practiced in the 
East as a sign of renu nciation. 
44A 
father, for instance, who wou ld re­ 
nou nce his son after he has been con­ 
v icted of being a wick ed son, will, before 
witnesses, tak e oil his shoe, and if near 
enou gh, strik e him with it, or, if more 
distant, throw it u t him. 
Recently wo 
hav o had three cases of Moslem con­ 
v erts to Christianity , whoso relativ es 
and co-religionist-, hav e, in this manner, 
signified their renu nciation and cu tting 
off of all relations with tho perv erts 
from their faith. 
The Oriental shoe, 
being u su ally a soft slipper, is not 


thrown as a'm'^sile, or weapon, for tho 
pu rpose of cau sing bodily pain. 
This ex plains tho throwing of the slip­ 
per as she leav es her father’s hou se. 
I t , 
is say ing to her in a play fu l way ; *Be i 
off with y ou 
Wo renou nce y ou and 
will hav e nothing more todowu th y ou .’ ” 
Mr. Lansing ex plains in the samo way 
the tak ing of the shoo from tho foot in 
tho easo of the k insman who renou nced 
his claim to the inheritance of Elim- 
elcch (Ru th iv . 8 ), the loosing of the 
shoe being merely a legal formu la of 
renu nciation, which drew its meaning 
from popu lar lore. Tho modern« Arabs, 
instead of throwing the shoe, some­ 
times u se the ex pression, “My shoo at 
y ou ,” in tok en of contemptu ou s renu n­ 
ciation.

Monu ment of Sir James Wy lie. This 
celebrated Scotchman had a most ro­ 
mantic careor. 
He was practicing med­ 
icine in St. Petersbu rg when a certain 
cou nt a fav orite of tho Emperor Pau l 
had a abscess in his neck , and was near 
death. 
Tho best medical men attended 
him withou t any benefit. 
He was near 
death, when, on the adv ice of his 
friends, ho sent for Dr. Wy lie in the 
middle of the night. 
He opened the 
tu mor, let ou t tho matter, and the 
cou nt was almost restored to health at 
once. 
Pau l made him cou rt phy sician. 
This was 0110 of the lu ck y accidents, 
by which many medical men hav e 
emerged from comparativ e obscu rity . 
It was a prov erb in Ru ssia that Dr. 
Wy lie had made his fortu ne by cu tting 
Cou nt Iv u tu zof’s throat. 
When Alex ­ 
ander assended the throne ho retained 
Sir James Wy lie, as did also Nicholas. 
Under their reign 
lie 
was 
presi­ 
dent of tho Academy . 
In 18 12, by tho 
particu lar req u est of the Emperor 
Alex ander, I10 was k nighted by Great 
Britain, and also made a baronet. 
Tho 
mou u ment to him is in the cou rt of the 
Imperial Academy of Modicine, and is 
a v ery imposing one. 
The nex t is tho monu ment of Field 
Marshal Barclay de Tolly and Marshal 
Ku tnzof. 
I spok e of this in describing 
tho Cathedral of Kazan. 
There is also 
a monu ment to Kry lof, who was a k ind 
of a Ru ssian /Fsop, and another mon­ 
u ment to Su v oroff. 
This stands almost 
in front of tho bu ilding of the British 
embassy . 
There 
is a 
magnificent 
statu o of Emperor Nicholas, resting on 
a pedestal of granite of v ariou s colors. 
Ru t the most wonderfu l work is the 
Alex andrian colu mn, “the greatest mon­ 
olith of modern times.” It is a single 
shaft of red granite, efghty -fou r feet 
high, besides the pedestal and capital. 
Tho base of the pedestal consists of 
one enormou s block of red granite, the 
shape of a cu be, twenty -fiv o feet in 
ev ery dimension. 
The shaft alone 
w eighs 400 ton, and the whole rests on 
six su ccessiv e rows of piles. Jfc is 
beau tifu l, and 
has this 
inscripion: 
“To 
Alex ander 
I. 
Gratefu l 
Ru s­ 
sia.” 
In 
tho 
Nev sk i 
Prospect a 
monu ment of 
Catherine 
II, rest­ 
ing 
011 immense block s of Finnish 
granite. 
Arou nd it there are nino fig­ 
u res in bas relief of those who assisted 
Catherine in reforming the cou ntry . 
One of them is a woman, the Princess 
Woronzoff Dashk of, the first president 
of tho Academy of Arts. 
Among the 
others is the famou s Potemk in. 
There 
is an eq u estrian statu e of Peter the 
Great in front of the School of En­ 
gineers. 
It was pu t u p by the Empe­ 
ror Pau l, and has on it in letters of gold 
this inscription: 
“The Grandson to 
tho Grandfather, 18 00.” Bu t the great­ 
est 
of all these monu ments is the 
eq u estrian statu o of Peter the Great 
between the Cathedral of St. Isaac and 
the riv er Nev a. 
This is a most amaz­ 
ing work of art. 
Peter the Great is 
represented as reigning u p his horse 
u pon the brink of a rock . 
On both 
sides, as well as in front, there are 
steep precipices. 
His face is tu rned to­ 
ward the Nev a 
His ou tstretched hand 
points toward the resu lt of his work . 
A serpent, ty pical of the obstacles 
Peter contended with, lies writhing u n­ 
der the foot of the horse. 
The mere 
figu res can do little to giv e an idea of 
this work , y et they mu st mak e an im- 
prossion. 
The whole is balanced on 
the hind legs and tail of the horse, 
which is joined to the serpent’s body . 
It weighs 10,000 pou nd. 
The weight of 
the w hole metal is six teen tons. 
A sin­ 
gle block of granite forms the pedes- 
:al, and it weighs 1,5 00 tons. 
Peter the 
Great stood on this rock , at the place 
where it was brou ght from—a little 
Finnish v illage, fou r miles from the 
city —and watched a v ictory ov er the 
Swedes. 
It took 5 00 men fiv e week s, 
with a great nu mber of horses, hau l­ 
ing it ov er cannon balls rolling ov er an 
iron tramway . 
Vastness, ex penditu re, 
and will, aro seen in ev ery thing the 
Ru ssians do.—Dr. Bu ckley's Letter.

FOOD FOR “NERVES.” 


PARAGRAPH S FROM T H E L E T T E R OF 
A NOTED PHYSICIAN. 


Victual.-» a nd D rin k W h icli “ Nervous*' P e o ­

(Dr. Wm. A. Hammond in Youth’s Comp anion.] 
First of a ll, the nervous person must have 
his stomach put in order. 
He mig ht just as 
well try to run a steam eng ine without fue l 
as to conduct his body throug h life with a 
stomach incapable of dig esting food. 
For 
food stands in the same relation to the body 
that f u e l does to the steam eng ine. The nex t 
question which naturally sug g ests itself is: 
What proportion should ex ist between ani- 
„ mal and veg etable food in a dietary for the 
nervous? 
In every person, unless there is some 
very special reason due to idiosy ncrasy or 
disease, the ex istence of which, however, 
must be ex tremely rare, animal food should 
be in ex cess of that derived directly from 
the 
veg etable 
king dom. 
Iu 
nervous 
persons 
the proportion should 
be still 
g reater. Indeed, I am not quite sure that 
it would not be better to ex clude, with the 
ex ception of bnead in some form or other 
and perhaps certain kinds of fruits, all veg e­ 
tables from the dietary of nervous people. 
The two principal reasons fo;4 this opinion 
are: First, the comparatively easy dig esti­ 
bility of animal food. Of course all the tis­ 
sues of animals are primarily derived from 
the veg etable king dom of nature. 
Carniv 
orous animals eat the flesh and blood and 
bones of the herbivora, which are formed 
from g rass, g rain and other veg etable sub­ 
stances; but the task put upon the dig estive 
org ans of the former is much less severe 
than that imposed upon those of the veg e- 
ble feeders. 
Second, animal food is more nutritious to 
the nervous sy stem and to the body g ener­ 
ally than that derived from the veg etable 
king dom. 
As we ordinarily meet with it, it 
consists of nitrog enous matter, in union with 
certain mineral substances and with fat. We 
have therefore in it all the essential ele­ 
ments for the formation of the tissues of the 
body , as well as those for the maintenance 
of the animal heat, and on it alone it is 
perfectly possible for man in any climate to 
ex ist, and to continue In » normal condition. 
In cold climates the principal part of his 
sustenance is derived from this source, and 
indeed in polar reg ions veg etable food is 
never ing ested by the inhabitants. 
The nex t point to be insisted upon in a 
dietary for nervous persons, is that it should 
contain a more than usually larg e porpor- 
tion of fa t 
The form in which this should 
be employ ed may g enerally safely be left to 
individual preference. Generally , perhaps, 
it is best taken as cream or butter, but the 
fat parts of beef or mutton are very well 
with most persons. Many nervous people 
appear to have an instinctive craving for 
fa t and I have known many a one to eat as 
much as half a pound of butter a day , 
besides drinking a tumbler of rich cream at 
breakfast 
The nervous sy stem consist? 
larg ely of fat, and this substance must be 
supplied in some form or other, in order 
that the brain and other nerve structures 
shall be properly nourished. 
But it is possible to g et all the fat required 
without taking a sing le atom of it into the 
stomach. 
The dig estive 
org ans 
convert 
sug ar and starch into fat, but in nervous 
persons in whom, as I have said, these or­ 
g ans are weak, it is g enerally preferable to 
g et the fat required, ready formed, from 
the animal king dom, than to compel the en­ 
feebled stomach, intestines and pancreas to 
make it out of starch and sug ar.

They p ossess, m oreover, the 
gre a t a d van tage of containing a m axim um 
of n utrim e n t iu a m inim um of bulk, and 
henca they are esp ecially indicated for those 
invalids in w hom it is not advisable to load 
the stom ach w ith m uch food. 
R aw e ggs 
con trary to the generally received op inion, 
are not so digestible as tho*e in which the 
album en has been coagulated by heat. 
As regards the various kinds of “flesh, fish 
an d fow l:” 
So fa r us the nervous p erson is concerned, 
there is very little difference in the a d a p ta ­ 
bility of beef, 
m utton, venison, or of th e 
flesh of the several birds used as food. 
Beef 
m ay , how ever, be taken as the standard. 
W hen n ot cooked too m uch, and w hen suffi­ 
ciently tender, it answ er* every p urp ose of 
the sy stem . 
V eal is not so easily digested, 
and the sam e m ay be said of p ork, excep t 
the sucking p ig, w hich is not only p leasan t 
to the taste, t u t w hich is also easily and 
p rom p tly acted up on by th e digestive juices. 
8 a lt m eat is not adop ted to th e require­ 
m ents of the nervous p erson. The nutritious 
juices have to a great exte n t gone into the 
brine in w hich it has been soaked.

theless, a p iece of good bam has an indirect 
value, in th a t it often serves as an ap p etizer, 
and, hence, as an e xc ita n t of the desire of 
other food. 
Fish of all kinds used as food, oy sters, 
shrim p s, crabs, lobsters, are good for n er­ 
vous invalids. 
All sea anim als as well as

A sle ep a t a C ouncil o f W a r—N ovel Fla * 
for a N ig h t A tta ck . 
l“ W. G. E.” in Chicag o Times.] 
Could an accurate diary of every im p or 
ta n t council of w ar held during our late mis 
understan d in g have been kept, it would af 
ford a gre a t deal of interesting reading . The 
g rit, the backbone, the resources, and the 
mental fertility of leaders were shown quite 
as forcibly in these councils as on the battle 
field. 
Who does not know of the council of 
Confederate g enerals called on the nig ht of 
the first Manassas, and of J ackson’s “Give 
me 10,000 men and I will g o to Washing ton 
to-morrow? ” J ackson was alway s unwill­ 
ing to speak first in a council of war; and 
when the council was called by Lee he was 
never called upon until the older men and 
old soldiers had ex pressed their opinions. 
On the nig ht of the battle of Fredericks­ 
burg , when Burnside was try ing to g et his 
army back to the Stafford side of the river 
over the one pontoon bridg e that was left, 
Lee called a council of war. 
J ackson had 
been holding a position about three miles 
down the river from Marve’s heig hts, where 
the fiercest fig hting bad taken place, but 
bad moved his command up closer late in 
the afternoon. 
The nig ht was fearfully 
dark, and a drizzling rain bad set in. J ack­ 
son came into tbe council, saluted the offi­ 
cers present, and took a seat off in a corner. 
Gen. Lee stated the purpose for which 
the 
council 
had 
been 
called, 
and 
asked one of the senior officers for his 
opinion; and then another, and another, 
until all had spoken save Stonewall. 
Lee 
then turned and asked his opinion, but re­ 
ceived no response. 
All turned to bear 
what he would say , and there sat J ackson 
bolt uprig ht in his chair fast asleep. 
“ Why , 
bless me,” said Lee, “ the old 
fellow 
is 
asleep,” and g oing to him he shook his arm 
and called his name, which awakene ’ him. 
“ Gen. J ackson, will y ou g ive us y< 
\ q- 
ion as to what should be done? ” 
“ Gentlemen,” he said, “I am boits 
.an I 
have not heard all that has been said, but 
my plan is, if the council will agree to it, to 
g o back to my corps and march it into Fred­ 
ericksburg at once. The enemy has met 
with a severe reverse, and it is in all proba 
bility demoralized. They have only one 
bridg e over which to escape. One corps is 
sufficient to do this work, to destroy what re­ 
mains of that army on this side of the river, 
and that being done the campaig n will be 
over. 
“ But, g eneral,” said Lee, “ consider the fact 
that those men have only the one bridg e 
over which to escape; they will fig ht des­ 
perately . ” 
“ What if they do? My corps is accustomed 
to desperate fig hting . But tbe very fact 
that they have only one avenue of escape, 
in their demoralized condition, will cause 
them to make every effort to use the bridg e. 
They will not fig ht so desperately as y ou 
think.” 
“ But consider the darkness of the nig ht. 
Your men will not be able to disting uish 
their own comrades.” 
“ I have thoug ht of all that. I will make 
my men pull their shirt-tails out and march 
in; they will know one another then.” 
Gen. Lee walked back and forth for some 
time, deeply eng ag ed in thoug ht Finally he 
said: “ Gen. J ackson, I can not ag ree to 
y our proposition; the slaug hter would be 
horrible, and my conscience can not approve 
of it ” 
“ My conscience approves of it 
thor­ 
oug hly ,” said J ackson. 
“ War is war; the 
slaug hter to day has been horrible, and 
would have been worse had the enemy 
g ained those heig hts. 
The enemy is in a 
trap and we should take advantag e of it 
If the tables were turned they would march 
in on us.” 
“A nd a t this very tim e,” said a U nion of­ 
ficer to m e last A p ril, “we w ere gettin g out 
of th a t p lace as fa st as m en could be got 
over one bridge. 
W e were looking every 
m inute for the C onfederate troop s to rush in 
up on us; and if th ey bad done so we would 
have been utterly 
ruined. 
Pop e’s arm y , 
when Jackson got behind him , was a t a 
p icnic com p ared to our situation th a t n igh t.” 
A nd w hen I told him of Jack son ’s p lan for 
enabling his troop s to know th e ir com rades, 
he sa id : 
“Fabius M axim us is the only oth er 
m an who ever lived 
who would 
have 
th ough t of such a th in g, and his soldiers 
d id n ’t have the m aterials.”

w an t of w orkm en is then f e lt 
If the crop 
is p oor there are p lenty of hands, and w ith 
the reduction of wages they becom e quite 
tractab le. 
W hen high wages are p aid the cigarm aker» 
becom e unm anageable, an d m anufacturer» 
use every m eans to entice laborers from one 
house to another, often b ribing and loaning 
m oney w ith no p n^sp ect of ever being rep aid. 
H undreds of dollars are sp en t som etim es in 
inducing a single w orkm an to leave one 
p lace for another. 
In tim es of scarcity of 
hand» the state p risoners are released. 
In 
1851 the governm ent freed 8 00 convicts to 
sup p ly the w ants of tobacco m anufactories. 
One gre a t nuisance, th a t in th is coun try we 
do n ot feel, consists in h avin g to p ay to em ­ 
p loy es th eir earnings th ree tim es p er day .
